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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that the DE'013 reference fails to disclose an end portion with an axial spring force component. Applicant was correct in stating that 
the end portion in the DE'01 3 reference is that portion shown in the area of element 1 1 . The axial spring force component is that 
component that extends into and out of the page as best shown in figure 1 to the same extent as the instant invention's axial spring force 
component does. With regards to claim 49, Applicant states that DE'013 fails to disclose a contact surface adjacent a guide channel 
wherein a section of the contact surface is partially cut to form a flexible fixing clamp. Examiner disagrees and notes that a flexible fixing 
clamp is shown in figure 3. See element 22. Finally, Applicant argues that the rejections of claims 41 and 52 are improper since case law 
was used as the rationale while Applicant provided criticality in the specification for the V-shaped hinged portion. While Examiner notes 
that the shape of the hinged portion of the instant invention appears to be somewhat U-shaped, Examiner notes that in addition to the case 
law rationale, Examiner provided the motivation to have a V-shaped hinged portion as a well-known way of satisfying a particular 
arrangement under certain brake pad assembly real estate requirements. Foreign patent WO-0131223 shows in figure 1 at either elements 
17 or 19 that it is well-known to have V-shaped hinged portions in brake pad assemblies. Accordingly, the rejections (with the exception of 
the rejections of claims 46 and 55) have been maintained. 
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
